eath: Tea, dead in Sin, and ſee not their own 
States, neither perceive the ſad Conditions of 
their own Souls.

venly Altar; and perform Worſhip in their own. 
Will, Time and Power, and ſtay not for his 
Leadings. And therefore all ſuch rob Chriſt of 
his Office, who is the Leader of the true Chri- 
ſtians; their Heavenly High- Prieſt, to anoint 
them, and offer their Sacrifices to God for them; 
and Prophet, to let them ſee and know by his 
Light in their Hearts, what they ought to do, 
according to the New and Everlaſting Covenant; 
Iwill write my Law in their Hearts, and put my. 
Ppirit in their inward Parts, and they ſhall be all 
taught of me,” ſaith the Lord. | bs

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God without the Spirit of God. And being thus 
miſerably erred by wicked Works from the one 


Fpirit of Truth, they have wandeted into the fal- 
lible Conceits and Opinions of Men. And in this 


State one Party hath contended againſt another: 
From Words they have fallen to Blows, and the 
Strongeſt have oppfeſt the Weakeſt. And not 
knowing what Spirit they were of, have called 
Light Darkneſs, and Darkneſs Light; putting the 
Sheep =S Rin upon the Wolf, and the Wolfs- Skin 
upon the poor Sheep of Chriſt; endeavouring by 
carnal Weapons to enforce their Opinions, and 
to extort Conformity by worldly Laws and Pun- 
iſhments to their Perſwaſions. All this is out of 
the Light, Life and Doctrine of Chriſt Jeſus, 
and in the Spirit of Darkneſs, Confuſion, Strife 
and Blood-fhed,' which is the Devil. All which 
Babel muſt and fhall come down by the Light, 
Power and Spirit of Jeſus, now riſing in the 
World; and Hell, Death and the Grave, ſhall 
not be able to hinder it. For the ſet Time, the 
appointed Time of the Father is come, and the 
Judgment is begun. Ts 


O ye, that are called Roman Cathslicks, tell me; 


are you truly Catholick, that is, of an Univerſat 
Spirit? Then you will not perſecute, but love 
all, and be tender toall. Are you truly Roman, 


and Succeſſors of that Ancient, Apoſtolical Church? 


Then you walk not after the Fleſh, but after the 
Spirit; yea, the Spirit of Chriſt dwelleth in you, 
and you are led by the Spirit of God, and can 
call him Father in Truth and Righteoulneſs, and 


the Word of God in the Heart, is your Teach- 
er, and not the Traditions of Men ; tor ſo the 


Romans of old Time were inſtructed, O confider, 
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to you; His Servants you are, whom you obey; and

if you are true Succeſſors, you muſt follow them 


in the ſame Nature, Spirit and Life; for in that 


only ſtandeth the Chriſtians Succeſſion, to wit, in 


Chriſt: And every Branch, Perſons or Church, 
that abideth not in this great Vine, is rejected for 
the Fire. Therefore deceive not your ſelves, as 
the Jetos of old did, with crying, The Temple of 
the Lord, the Temple of the Lord; and ſaying, We 


Have Abraham to our Father, and to us belongs the 


Fathers, Covenants, Law, Prieſthoood, and Chair 
of Moſes : For as the Apoſtle ſaid of old, ſo ſay 
be that worketh I ickedneſs, is of the Devil. So that 
Chriſt's Succeſſors are they, that take up his 
Croſs, follow him, and that abide in his holy 
Doctrine, that keep his Commandments, and 
themſelves unſpotted from the World. And 
thoſe that follow the Luſt of the Eye, the Luſt 
of the Fleſh, and Pride of Life, are not of Chritt, 
nor of the Father, but of the World; Subjects 


to the Prince of the Power of the Air, and Suc- 


ceſſors of Sodom, Gomorrah, Egypt, Tire, Sidon, 

and perſecuting Jeruſalem; and not of the harm- 
leſs, ſelf-deny ing, holy, Suffering Speuſe of Chriſt 
12 that is ruled in all Things by her Huſband, 
her Head, her Lord. O ſearch and try with the 
Light of. Jeſus, if you are not degenerated from 
Primitive Simplicity and Purity! For great are 
the Abominations of all SeFs, that flow like a 
Deluge throughout your Countries ! Repent and 
Turn to the Ancient Apoſtolical Spirit and Lite 

that you may enter into the Reſt of God. 

O vou, that call your ſelves Evangeliſts, or 
Goſpellers, are you Evangelical? are you ſaved 
from the Luſts and Pleaſures, and dead Wart, 
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of the World, by the mighty Power of God, 


which is the Goſpel, and led by an Evangelical 
Spirit? If not, you are not yet redeemed, you are 
not yet under Grace, which is the. Goſpel-tate:

Light, (as it is to all, that truly know and receive 
the bleſſed Goſ pel) that are 8 Subjects and Ser- 
vants to Sin? How can you fng the Song of the 
Lamb; that are not delivered by the Lamb; but 
by your vain Converſations Gcucifi the Lamb, 
and do deſpite to the Spirit of Grace, and that 
every Day? The true Goſpellers are thoſe, that 
receive the Angel's Meſſage, who is the great 
Preacher of the Everlaſting Goſpel, viz. Fear God, 
give Glory to his Name, for the Hour of his Fudg- 
ment is come; and no more worſhip the Beaſt. Do 
you fear God in Truth, and.in Sincerity? Then 
are you fearful of offending the Lord, and tender 
of God's Glory; then are your Heart's kept 
clean, then are you wiſe to Salvatian; and ſo you. 
can glorifie God indeed; otherwiſe your Prayers 
and Praiſes are not Evangelical | in God's Sight. 
But tell me, O ye Goſpellers, is the Hour of his 
Judgment come to you? Is ir begun at your Hou- 
ſes yet? How do you feel it? Hath it broken 


your Hearts? Hath it contrited your Spirits? 


Have ye known the Godly Sorrow, the Chaſtiſe- 
ments of the Lord, and Rebukes of the Almighty? 
Hath his pure Eternal Word devided yet betwixt 
your Souls and Spirits, the Joints and Marrow? 
Have you ever been weary and heavy leaden with 
din? Hath it been a Burden to you? Did you

ever cry out in the Agony of your Spirits yet, 
Men and Brethren, what ſhall wwe do to be ſaved? 
O! who ſhall deliver us from the Body of Sin 

here, and the Wrath to come! (the Travel of 
the holy Antients) if not, you are yet Strangers 
to Chriſt and his Kingdom: And if you die in that 
State, Where he is gone, you ſhall never come. F or 
Sion, God's City, muſt be redeemed through 
3 Judgments, and her Converts through Rightcou'. 
neſs : Yea, the Houſe of God cannot eſcape it; 
Wherefore ſaid one of old, If Judgment begin at 


zhe Houſe of God, where ſhall the Ungbdly and Sin. 


ners appear? O wo to them, that live without 
the Judęments of the Lord! Wo to them, that 
caſt his Reproofs behind their Backs, and live in 
earthly Pleaſures, fatting up themſelves in their 
'Luſts and Pleaſures, as for the Day of Slaughter, 
and treaſuring up Wrath „ the Day of 
Wrath. O the Ancient Saints lived not thus; they 
worked out their Salvation 2 fear and Tremt: 
ling; Yea they gave all Diligence to make their 
C alling and Election fare: Which Way do you 
work out yours? Habakkuk that holy Prophet, 
his Lips quivered, and his Belly trembled, that bis 
Soul might reſt in the Day of Trouble: Is this your 
State? Or, are you not rather Worſhippers of 
the Beaſt at this Day, Lovers of the worldly, ſen- 
Tual, yoluptuous Life, walking in the Luſts of the 
Eye, the Luſts of the Fleſh and Pride of Life; 
like Rebellious Iſrael of old, forgetting God, Days 
without Number? But this know, that All thai 
forget God, Hall be turned into Hell. 


O! What! is become of the F atherly Viſitation 


made to your Progenitors; thoſe . Begin- 
nings ſow'd | in $e/ecutions and Martyrdoms? e 
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Have you anſwered the Loving Kindneſs of God 


therein? Have you advanc'd in the Way of Righ- 
teouſneſs?
